As He ate bread in the bouse of one 
of the chief Pharisees on the Sabbath 
day Ile not only healed a man who 
had the dropsy (xiv, 1-G), but He bad 
a special message for the guests and 
then for the host and later for one of 
the guests who had made an interest­ 
ing remark. 
Oh, how Ile did live be­ 
fore God and seek the souls of men, 
fearing no one’s frown and desiring no 
one’s favor. 
To the guests He taught 
humility, for then as now there was 
often a desire for the best place that 
could be obtained. 
Humility is a rare 
virtue, and few there seem to be who 
in lowliness of mind esteem others bet­ 
ter than themselves (Phil, ii, 3). There 
was only one who was perfect in hu­ 
mility and lowliness, the speaker on 
this occasion, and He could truly say, 
“I am meek and lowly in heart” (Matt 
xl, 29). 
Exalting self is like anti­ 
christ (Dan. xi, 36; II Thess. ii, 4; Rev. 
xiii, 5, G), but renouncing self is Christ­ 
like, for He made Himself of no repu­ 
tation and took upon Him the form of 
a servant (Phil, ii, 7, 8). See also verse 
ll of our lesson. 
His message to His host was in ref­ 
erence to a future rather than a pres­ 
ent recompense. 
How common it is 
to be kind to those who can return the 
kindness, to invite those to enjoy our 
hospitality who can return the invita­ 
tion. 
How much of social life Is filled 
up in this way? 
This may seem all 
right for those who know no better 
way. 
But when in church work, sup­ 
posed to be the Lord’s work, people 
act as if money could be obtained only 
by giving a present equivalent In the 
form of a lecture or an entertainment 
or something to eat, does It not all 
seem contrary to our Lord’s admoni­ 
tion to this host? My own Intense con­ 
viction is that giving or living only for 
a present equivalent is all wrong, and 
I have proved in a ministry of over 
thirty years that the love of Christ and 
the need of those who never heard of 
it will constrain people to give freely 
to help make Him known and gladly 
await the recompense in His kingdom 
in connection with the resurrection of 
the just. 
It does not appear from the Scrip­ 
tures that believers are rewarded at 
death, though it is a common saying 
that he or she has gone to his or her 
reward. The truth concerning the dead 
in Christ is that they rest from their 
labors and their works do follow them, 
but rewards are promised only at His 
coming again (Rev. xiv, 13; xxii, 12 
I P e t v, 4). 
Here is a plain reference 
in verse 14 of our lesson to the differ­ 
ence between the resurrection of the 
just and the unjust 
That there shall 
be both is written in Acts xxiv, lo, but 
that there shall be a thousand years 
between them is just as plainly writ­ 
ten in Rev. xx, 5, G. The hour of John 
v, 28, does not conflict with this, for 
the hour of John v, 25, has already- 
lasted nearly 1,900 years, and that of 
verses 28, 29, may easily cover the two 
resurrections at the beginning aud end 
of the thousand years. 
His mention of Hie resurrection ot 
tile just seems to have led one of the 
guests to remark. “Blessed is he t Hat 
shall eat bread in the kingdom ot 
God” (verse 15), which he evidently 
associated with the resurrection 
This 
led our Lord to speak of the great 
supper and of the way the invitations 
were treated and of the excuses which 
men will make rather than accept th* 
invitation. 
Ile seems to reply tt> the 
remark of the guest that men are more 
interested in property and In earthly 
enjoyments than in the things of the 
kingdom. 
The things unseen and eternal are so 
unreal to most people that things seen 
and temporal hold all their attention 
Contrast the way of the believers in 
Ii Cor 
iv, 17, IS. 
The redemption 
which leads to the kingdom is describ­ 
ed as a great supper fully prepared, 
and tile invited ones have only to come 
and enjoy it. 
It is probable that tile 
invitations of this chief of* the Phari­ 
sees. iii whose house they were, had all 
been accepted eagerly, but the invita­ 
tions of which our Lord spoke were 
treated far otherwise. 
The great sal 
cation lins been fully prepared by the 
life and death and resurrection of the 
Lord Jesus, nothing can be addis! to 
it; but, oh, tile cost of it all to the 
Father who gave His only Son and to 
tile Son who gave Himself! 
And all is 
offered freely, for “the free gift of 
God is eternal life in Christ Jesus our 
Lord ” 
"We are justified freely tty 
His grace through the redemption that 
is in Christ Jesus” (Rom. vt, 23. It. V.; 
iii. 24). 
H o w often we hear Him say. 
“Come!” from Gen. vii, I to Rev. xxii. 
17; notably in Isa. i. IS; Matt, si. 28. 
and how frivolous are men’s excuses 
when compared with the importance 
of the salvation offered them and the 
glory of IL? kingdom. 
I have heard of one mar who was 
led to accept the great invitation by 
the remark. “There will he no excuses 
at the bar of God.” 
Meantime, the 
devil, the god of this world, is busily 
blinding tic* minds of them which be 
Rev© not lest the light of the glorious 
gospel of Christ, who is the image of 
God. should shine unto them (ll Cor. 
iv. 3. 4). 
Yet the word stands “Whoso­ 
ever will, let birn take the water of 
life freely.”

“The largest body of unused and i 
neglected land in the United States is 
Alaska,’’ said Secretary Lane in his 
first annual report.

Individual fortunes 
have been made in that country larger 
than the price paid to Russia for tin* 
whole territory. 
Its mines, fisheries ' 
and furs alone have added to our 
wealth the grand sum of $300,OOO,OCHI, 
“Yet the one constructive thing done 
by this government on behalf of Alas­ 
ka in nearly half a century was tho 
importation of reindeer for the benefit 
of til** Eskimos on the border of the 
Arctic ocero*. 
For the white man we 
have dom; nothing.

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To show how meager is the present 
development of the territory the na 
tive population is only 15,000 and the 
white population about 50,000.

Present Railroad Service. 


in this territory, one-fifth tile size ot 
the United States, there are only 406 
miles of railways. 
The Copper River and Northwestern 
railway is only 106 miles long, but it 
takes two days to traverse its full 
length. 
It cost $20,000,000 to build. It 
runs from Cordova, on Brince William 
sound, to the Bonanza copper mines 
at Ivennecott. 
For IOO miles the line 
runs up the Copper river, between 
mountain walls broken only by gla­ 
ciers. Suewslides come down frequent­ 
ly, Interrupting traffic and necessitat­ 
ing long lines of snowsheds. 
In the 
summer time icebergs break from the 
glaciers and carry out bridges, and the 
melting of the g la c ie r s swells the riv­ 
ers and floods the track s. 
Once away 
from the const the construction would 
not be so difficult. 
Yet glaciers and railway tracks are 
c o n sid e r e d tin* “easiest” routes of trav­ 
el in that difficult land. Rates for pas 
scagers on the railway are 13 cents 
lier mile and the trains run only week 
[y or biweekly. 


A Railroad to “Nowhere.” 


The Alaska Northern railway, from 
Seward to Cook inlet, is only seventy- 
two miles long, and literally runs to 
“nowhere.”
